I have read a recent Army manual on guard duty, and it specifies that a guard regiment 
may be in several places. Companies will be responsible for the guard of certain points 
for 24 hours. Each man stands guard eight hours in 24, in shifts of two hours on and 
two hours off, Following a e4~hour period.of guard duty, a company has 24 hours of rest. 
The -third day of the cycle is devoted to training. There are four companies in an MGB 
battalion, The fourth battalion is often incomplete and serves as a training battalion.
